This is the Day which the Lord hath made, we will re- 
joice and be glad in it. . 


2 theſe Words, is a ſolemn Thankſgiving 
| of King David, for his own peaceable 
5 Eſtabliſhment in the Royal Throne, and the Set- 
tlement of the Ark of God in the Tabernacle which 
he had prepared ſor its Reception in his capital City. 
8 And here the Royal Prophet exerts himſelf in both 
| Parts of his Character and Office. He * calls upon 
all them that fear the Lord, the Prieſts as well as 
the People, to join with him in giving Thanks un- 
to the Lord, acknowledging God's Mercy in pre- 
| ſerving him from his Enemies who ſought his Life, 
and his gracious Goodneſs in placing him in the 
Throne; whereby the Stone which the Builders re- 
fuſed, was become the head Stone in the Corner T. 
This was both an hiſtorical Truth manifeſted in his 
own Inauguration, and at the fame Time a prophe- 
tical Revelation or Prediction of the Kingdom of the 
j Meſſiah, (of whom David was an illuſtrious Type 
for to him this Paſſage is expreſly applied by Chriſt 3 
himſelf, as well as by St. Peter *. And according- 
ly the Day mentioned in my Text has frequently 
(and very properly) been applied to the reſpective 
Days of our Lord's Nativity and Reſurrection, 
Bat, as the myſtical or prophetical Senſe of the- 
Words would be a Subject more ſuitable to another 
ry _. Day,

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Day, ſo the joyous Occaſion of our preſent aſſem- 

bling more properly directs me to the hiſtorical or 
literal Senſe, as it immediately concerned King Da- 
vid, and by his Example all who ſucceed him in the 
like Circumſtances of Danger and Deliverance. 

For here in my Text we have the Inſtitution of a 

ſolemn Feſtival, by the Royal Authority. A Cir- 
cumſtance of which I ſhould not have taken Notice, 

if there had not been ſome of ſo weak Judgments, 

| (or rather fo ſtrong Prejudices) as to contend, that 3 
no particular Days ought to be diſtinguiſhed as Ho- * 
Ily-Days, but thoſe only which have the expreſs 
Sanction of Authority divine. 

Their Objection deſerves no other Anſwer, but 
that of their own Practice. It is not in Truth the 
Inſtitution of a Feaſt or Faſt that offends their tender 
Conſciences, but the Occaſion of it. For it is well 

known how demurely ſuch People (to the Scandal 
of the Name of Proteſtants) would ſanctify a Faſt, 
and mock the Almighty with Prayers for a Bleſſing 
on their unhallowed Arms, and call a ſolemn Aſſem- 
bly to their formal Thankſgivings, whenever Provi- 
dence, for our Sins, had permitted them to triumph 
over thoſe who ſtood up in Defence of the Cauſe 
of God and the King. Had thoſe Saints any divine 
Authority for their perverting even the Feſtival of 
our bleſſed Lord's Nativity into a ſolemn Faſt *, 
as if they had been aſhamed of the very Name, as 
well as profeſſed Enemies to the Cauſe of Chriſt ? 

& - Or for their blaſphemous Hoſannahs to their Baſhaws, 

= the Sons of Belial, whoſe ſucceſsful Atchievements 
| againſt the Royal CHARLES, their mercenary Lec- 4 
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turers *, and Time-ſerving Preachers, did not bluſh' 
to pronounce, in plain Terms, to be © the greateſt 
„ Demonſtration of Grace, that ever Heaven made 
& to any of the Sons or Daughters of Men, next to 
& the Redemption of loſt Man through Chriſt ?” 

To ſuch a Pitch of horrid Impiety had the Prophets 
of thoſe” rebellious Times raiſed themſelves. But our 
Amazement ceaſes, when we conſider what Sort of 
a Spirit it is which generally poſſeſſes ſuch Prophets 
in ſuch Times. 

| Yet, what elſe can it be but a deep Tincture of 
the ſame Spirit, which moves ſome among us fly- 
ly to inſinuate, and others more avowedly, to ſug- 
geſt, Reaſons (ſuch as they are) againſt continuing 
the Obſervation of this joyful Anniverſary, as well 
as of that mournful Solemuty which is its immedi- 
ate Forerunner ? = 

What, indeed, but the old Leaven of Republican | oo 
and Fanatical Principles {til} fermenting, which 
makes them feaſt and rejoice, when Chriſtian Eng- 
liſbmen, with Faſting and Humiliation, implore the 
Mercy of God for thoſe Sins, by which his divine 
Majeſty was provoked to permit ſuch cruel and un- 
reaſonable Men to uſurp the Dominion over us, up- 
on the Ruins of our Church, our King, and our 
whole Conſtitution ? What but the fame Principles, 
never yet repented of, can make them ſullen and a- 
verſe from joining with us on this Day, in a devout 
and hearty Thankſgiving to Almighty God, for hav- 
ing put an happy End to that great Rebellion, by 
the Reſtoration of our true, ancient, and fundamen- 
tal Conſtitution both in Church and State? Our 
wile and pious Forefathers thought it their Duty to 

remem-

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remember other Deliverances by an anniverſary 
Thankſgiving, againſt which theſe Men make not 
the leaſt Objection. And ſurely there muſt be as 
good Reaſon to celebrate a Deliverance ſrom an o- 

n Rebellion of twenty Years Continuance, which 
actually did overturn our whole Conſtitution, as 
from a ſecret Conſpiracy (how wicked ſoever) 
which was diſcovered and prevented from taking 
Effect. However, ſince this is the Day which the 
Lord has made, we will rejoice and be glad in it. 

In diſcourſing on which Words I ſhall endeayour 
to ſhew you, | 

Firſt, What ſpecial Reaſons we have to rejoice 
and be glad in this Day. And, 

. Secondly, How we ought to expreſs our Joy and 
Gladneſs in it. 

Firſt, Then, the Reaſon here given in the Text, 
for rejoicing and being glad herein, is, Becauſe this 
is the Day which the Lord has made, Upon which 
we muſt previouſly obſerve, That though the Lord 
made all Days, as we read in the Meo/aick Hiſtory 
of the Creation; yet, even then, he diſtinguiſhed 
the /eventh Day from all the reſt of the Weck, ble/- 
ſing and ſanctiſying it, as a Sabbath, or Day of Ret, 
ſet apart and appropriated “ to his divine Service; 
And afterwards he was pleaſed alſo to make the like 
Diſtinction of certain other Days and Seaſons ; as 
the Paſſover, Pentecoſte, the Feaſt of Tabernacles, 
and ſuch like, to be religiouſly obſerved, as ſolemn 
anniverſary Feſtivals, in Commemoration of his par- 
_ ticular Mercies and Bleſſings. 

This is well noted by the wiſe Son of Sirach, who 
puts the Queſtion, hy doth one Day excel another, 
when as all the Light of every Day in the Year is of 
the Sun ? To which he anſwers himſelf thus: By

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the Knowledge of the Lil the were diſtinguiſhed, and 
he altered Seaſons and Feaſts : Some of them hath he 
made high Days and hallowed them, and ſome of them 
hath he made ordinary Days. ETA DIE | 

We need not therefore to ſeek farther to diſcover 
what is meant here by the Day which the Lord has 
made. It pleanly means a Day more than ordinarily 
memorable and illuſtrious, by God's extraordinary 
Mercies then conferred on King David and his Peo- 
ple ; and therefore, by his Royal Authority, diſtin- 
guiſhed with a particular Solemnity of "Thankſgiving 
to God, accompanied with all becoming Demonſtra- 
tions of Joy and Gladneſs. In like Manner, and 
after his Example, 1s this Day appointed by the high- 
eſt Authority, both in Church and State, (and that 
too derived to them from God) to be for ever kept 
holy, in Commemoration of the like Mercies to our 
then Sovereign, and all the good People of theſe 
Nations, who, with united Hearts and Voice, will 
ever have Reaſon to ſing, This is the Day which the 
Lord has made, &c. | 

If we look back upon thoſe moſt gloomy Times, 
before this joyous Day aroſe, all the Nation was in 
a State of Darkneſs : The Sun, as it were, in a to- 
tal Eclipſe, whilſt our King, the Light of our Iſrael, 
was prevented from diſplaying his Rays in our He- 
miſphere. We had a long and a tedious Night of 
Sorrow and Oppreſſion, Diſorder and Confuſion, 
Ignorance and Error, both in Judgment and Prac- 
tice; a Night of grievous Sufferings drawn upon 
ourſelves by our many and great Sins. - We were 
many Days (yea, many Years) without a King, and 
without a Prince, and without a Sacrifice , and with- 
out the publick and lawful Worſhip of God ; accor- 
ding to that dreadfal Commination of the uh + 
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Haſea to the Tribes of Hrael. Nothing, im ſhort, 
lawful and regular then among us. It is a melan- 
choly Reflection on ſo haapy a Day as this. But it 
ought to heighten our Joy and Gladneſs, to conſider 
well from what a diſmal State of Miſery and Con- 
fuſion we were then delivered. 
Under a mere Pretence of Zeal for Religion, Li- 
berty and Property, rebellious Arms were taken 
up againſt our natural and undoubted rightful Sove- 
reign; wherewith he was not only diveſted of the

Worſhip, and Government, aboliſhed, abrogated, 
and overthrown; and a Medley of various Sects of 1 
F Hereticks and Schiſmaticks, like another 
Babel, endeavouring to build up for, themſelves an 
Eſtabliſhment on her Ruins! Be 
And could it then be reaſonably expected, that the 
Peqple could be ſecure of their Liberty, Property, 
or Lives, when they were thus deprived of, the ve- 
ry Life oſ the Law, together with the Noe ion, 
"4 which is the only Cement and Security © all the 
reſt? No, I is enough for the Diſciple that he be as 
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V Maſter , and the Servant as his Lord. The 
beſt Subjects were as miſerable, as the Avarice, Am- 
bition and Malice of the worſt could poſſibly con- 


ſpire to make them ; ſome of them tranſported as 
Slaves abroad, and the reſt harraſſed and treated as 


Slaves at Home. We had an #g yptian Bondage, and 


Babyloniſh Captivity, both at once in our own Coun- 
try. We had Fgyntian T aſkmaſters to demand our 


full Tale of Bricks, tho' our Supply of Straw was 


denied us|? We had Babyloniſh Inquiſitors, to“ ſet 
Idols of their own Invention for us to worſhip, and 
to put a Stop to God's true Worſhip, at the Peril 
of our Liberty and Livelyhood, if not of the Fire 
and Lions too! 

That our Bodies were in Servitude, all the Priſons 
in theſe Nations can witneſs! That our Eſtates were 
laid under heavy Contributions, the then new in- 
vented Exciſe, and other Tax-Books, have recorded 
with the blackeſt Ink! And that our very Souls 
could hardly be called our own, is evident by the 


many ſevere Orders and Ordinances made againſt our 


wor ſhipping the Lord in the Beauty of. Holineſs; as 
well as by the large Catalogue f of orthodox Di- 
vines reduced to Rags and Poverty merely on that 
Score! For, in ſuch Times, to be orthodox and 
loyal is enough to incur the Cenſure of Diſaffection 
to the State, and to expoſe a Man to be treated, like 
Elijah the Prophet, as a + Troubler of Iſrael, by 
ſuch as the wicked Ahab, tho himſelf and his Father's 
Houſe were indeed the great and only Troublers of 


that Kingdom, as the Prophet told him to his Face. 


But, 2. if we open the Scene, and take a full View 


of this Day itſelf, it will ſurpriſe us with a Proſpect,

of which it is ; hard to form a juſt Idea ; harder till 


to find proper Words to yes It. 

Our King, long buried, as it were, in a forlorn 
State of Exile abroad, returned again to his native 
Country! Our King, driven and kept out many 
Years by rebellious Arms, called home again to his 
Throne in Peace, by and amidſt the loudeſt Accla- 
mations of his repenting Subjects! Our King, long 
liable to all the Dangers of Aſſaſſination, Proſcription 


and Attainder, inveſted with the Sword as well as 


with the Sceptre ; with the Power to puniſh, as 
well as the Pleaſure to forgive, his Enemies. Surpriſing 
Turn! But what cannot Almighty Power bring 
about ? What has not divine Providence already 


done ? This is the Day which the Lord hath made ; 


a Day made 9 indeed, both by the Birth 
and Return of our Royal CHARLES. By his 
his Birth, (I ſay) which was highly honoured and 
diſtinguiſhed, by the Appearance of a remarkable 


Star, prognoſticating ſomewhat very extraordinary 


in his future Life; as if it had been a ſpecial Light 


from Heaven, to denote that the Time would come, 


when the wiſe Men of theſe Nations would be glad 
to addreſs themſelves to him, as the bleſſed Inſtru- 


ment of God's Deſignation to deliver them from a 


long aud intolerable Bondage. 
Nor ought we ever to forget, how wonderfull 
and ſignally divine Providence interpoſed in the Pro- 


tection of his Royal Perſon, in the Midſt of all the 


Dangers he eſcaped: \ Nor only by covering his 
but, after a cruel But- 
chery of his faithful F ollowers, ſecuring him from 
the eager Purſuit of his blood-thirſty Enemies, by as 
unlikely Means, as the Spies , who were ſent out to 
view the Land of Canaan, were preſerved At Jericho; 
and

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and that too by a worthy Dab of the ſemale 
Sex: Conveying him (as the Poets feigned of their 
ancient Heroes , wrapt in a Cloud) untouched, at 
leaſt, tho' not unſeen, thro' Crowds of his inveterate 


Enemies, when his precious Life was expoſed to 


Sale ; and, after innumerable Dangers both by Land 
and Sea, (never to be parallelled in former Hiſto- 
ries) ſetting him ſafe at length upon a foreign 
Shore. 

Let none therefore ever deſpair of a good Cauſe, 
or diſtruſt divine Providence for the Support there- 
of. For God, in his due Time, will always find 
Means and Inſtruments to ſerve his Purpofes, (how 
unlikely ſoever they may ſeem to us) as he manifeſt- 
ed in the Deliverance of his Church from the Baby- 
honiſh Captivity by Cyrus ; who, altho' a Stranger to 
the true God, was appointed by him to be the Shep- 
herd or Deliverer to the Fews *. Now, conſidering 
this princely Pilgrim reduced to ſuch Diſtreſſes, 
wandering from Place to Place, without Guards, 


without an Houſe wherein to lay his Head, with- 


out neceſſary Food or Rayment, and, in the tow 


Condition and Diſguiſe of a Servant, hunted like a 


Partridge in the Mountains ; who, according to all 
human Appearance, would have looked upon him 
but as utterly loſt, and been more apt to dread the 
moſt dire Event, than to hope for or think of a Re- 


ſtoration? But Ged's Ways are higher than our Mays 90 


and bis Thoughts than our Thoughts. Unfearchable are 
his Fudgments, and his Ways paſt our finding out *. 
Divine Providence, in which he trufted, was our 
great Prince's Guard, while the Heavens were his 


Canopy. And this his miraculous Eſcape was to

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him, and all his fabfu F A a firm Ground of 

Confidence, that the ſame Providence would never 
leave nor forſake him, till that glorious Work ſhould 
be accompliſhed, which we this Day commemorate. 
Neither yet did the King himſelf look upon his Re- 
ſtoration as effected, till, like David, he had ſet up 
the Ark of the. Lord J in its proper Place, and made 
Proviſion for all his People to ſhare in the common 
Bleſſing. Then did both the Crown and Mitre ſhine 
again with their wonted Luſtre and Glory. Then 

[1 was Religion ſettled, Liberty ſecured, Property main- Is 

We tained, and the Laws, by which we hold them all, 

1 duly executed and eſtabliſhed. And, in a Word, 

we then recovered the Freedom to ſit every Man 

(ſafe and fearleſs) under his Þ own Vine, and his own 

£ig-Tree; and to lead a * quiet and peaceable Life in all 

Gedlineſs and Honeſtly. And yet, | 

3. All this, however great and glorious in itſelf, 

) was made {till the more providentially illuſtrious, by 
the critical Time when, as well as by the wonderful 

Manner and Means by which it was brought about. 

Various were the Endeavours, which had, from 

Time to Time, been uſed, by Treaties, by Armies, 

or other ways, to ſet theſe Nations free from that Ty- 

ranny which had uſurped Dominion over us. But 

nothing concerted, either among ourſelves, or with 17 

others who wiſhed well to our righteous Cauſe, 

availed us any Thing. All our Schemes, tho' ever ſo 

probable, ever ſo hopeful, became abortive, and va- 

niſhed into nothing; while the moſt raſh and irrational 

Projects and Attempts, of the Rebels and Uſurpers 

were often attended with ſurpriſing Succeſs! 

But God's Time for our Deliverance was not yet 

come. And therefore, as it uſually comes to paſs,

when we were languiſhing in the moſt helpleſs and 
hopeleſs Condition, and our Enemies exulting in 
the Height of their ill-gotten Power; when there 
was Abundance of Men, Money, and all Means, in 
Readineſs on one Hand, and nothing of all theſe 
on the other; when the Loyaliſts were poor and 
diſſpirited, harraſſed and oppreſſed, but the Rebels 
ſtrong and mighty, with a well-diſciplined Army to 
ſupport them: Then did it pleaſe our gracious God, 
in the very Criſis of our Neceſſity, to raiſe us up a 
Deliverer of truly glorieus Memory; infatuating the 
Counſels, and ſcattering the Forces of the Uſurpers, 
and thereby making the Way open for the King to 
recover the Throne of his Anceſtors, without a Drop 
of Blood ſhed, or an Hand lifted up to reſiſt or oppoſe 
him, tho' Numbers, who were in the greateſt 


Power, were concerned, for their own Preſervation, 


to have kept him out. Surely this was the Lord's 
Doing ; and muſt convince or confute all his Enemies, 
whole pretended Title to the Uſurpation 'of his 
Throne was only that which they wiltully miſcalled 
Providence! 

Having now ſhewn you, how this is the Day 
which the Lord hath made, and what ſpecial Reaſon 
we have to rejoice and be glad in it, I proceed to dil 
cover, 

2dly, How | we ought to expreſs our Joy and 
Gladneſs therein. I need not trouble this Audience 


with inſiſting upon the Diſtinction between two 
Words, which in Senſe, are much the fame ; only 


that Gladneſs ſuppoſes an inward Foy or Dilatation

of the Heart; but Rejoicing implies the giving Vent 
thereto by ſome outward Action or Expreſſion. 
Neither ſhall I enlarge upon the critical Reading of 
this Text, which ſome render as an Exhortation, 
Let us rejoice and be glad in it, ſince the ſame Duty 
is ſuppoſed, according to our Verſion; which is a 
becoming Reſolution, grounded upon the foregoing 
Acknowledgment; as if we ſhould ſay, becauſe this 


is the Day which the Lord hath made fo illuſtrious, - 


therefore we will rejoice and be glad in it, as we ought 
to do for this ſo ſignal a Deliverance. And, 


1. If we are duly ſenſible of the Greatneſs of our 


Deliverance, and that it was the Lord's Doing, the 


Joy and Gladneſs of our Hearts will not be confined 
within, but will break forth into Lauds and Praiſes 
of the divine Author and ſole Diſpoſer of it. And 

this too, not in a few ſudden Ejaculations, or in our 
private Devotions in the Cloſet only, but publickly 
alſo, like that of holy David, in the great Congrega- 
tion T. When we ſeriouſly reflect upon the Bleſ- 
ſings which are the Subject of this Day's joyful Aſ- 
ſembly, and conſider God's ſuperabundant Mercies 
therein ſhower'd down upon us, it ſhould enlarge 
our 'Thankfulneſs ; making our Hearts and Mouths 
ſo many Altars of Incenſe to breathe forth his Praiſes. 
And this the rather too, becauſe the Receipt of Bleſ- 
{ings is not more comfortable to ourſelves, than the 
Return of our Thanks and Praiſe is acceptable to 
our Maker. Beſides, it is the moſt prevailing Means 
of procuring either a Continuance of the ſame, or a 


freſh Grant of the like Bleſſings to us in the like Ex- 


tremity. 
2. There is yet another Duty neceſſary to the 
rendring our Thankſgivings acceptable, and our Re-

joicing ſuch as becomes good Chriſtians; and chat 
is the Reformation of our Lives and Manners, and 
future Obedience to God's Laws, of 
Tho' this is an indiſpenſible Duty at all Times, 
and in all Circumſtances, yet ſuch extraordinary Mer- 
cies, as we now commemorate, do redouble the O- 
bligation upon us. | 
Such was the Reaſoning which Moſes made uſe of 
to prevail with the Children of Vrael to be obedient. 
The Lord brought thee with his mighty Power out of 
+1 LEgypt *, &c.—Thou:ſhalt keep therefore his Statutes, - 
and his Commandments. And again, The Lord thy God 
ed thee with Manna, &c.—T herefore thou f ſhalt 
keep the Commandments of the Lord thy God, to walk in 
his Ways, and to fear him. Such was the Reaſoning 
of Zacharias the Prieſt, in his divine Benedi#us ; 
that the Uſe we are to make of our being ſaved from 
our Enemies, and from the Hand of all that hate us, is, 
that we might ſerve the Author of our Deliverance in 
Holineſs and Righteouſneſs all the Days of our Life. 
And St. Paul himſelf argues alſo for this Duty, from 
the Proſpect of an approaching Deliverance. The 
Night is far ſpent, (ſays he) the Day is at Hand: Let 
| ws | therefore caſt off the Works of Darkneſs ; and let 
- uſ put on the Armour of Light. As if he had faid, At 
194 this very Time, and for this very Reaſon, we ought 
to lead better Lives than we did before, and inure our- 
ſelves to the Practice of every Chriſtian Duty. While 
we offer our Thani giving for this, and all other his 
great Mercies, we ought carefully to obſerve that 
wholeſom Advice of the Pſalmiſt, to pay our Vows to 
the moſt High, and thoſe in particular which were 
made at our Baptiſm ; by renouncing the wicked TY
